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A BILL TO BE ENTITLED 1 

AN ACT TO ADJUST THE MANNER IN WHICH FUNDS FROM THE SECONDARY 2 

UNPAVED ROAD PAVING PROGRAM ARE EXPENDED, AS RECOMMENDED BY 3 

THE HOUSE SELECT COMMITTEE ON STRATEGIC TRANSPORTATION PLANNING 4 

AND LONG TERM FUNDING SOLUTIONS. 5 

The General Assembly of North Carolina enacts: 6 

SECTION 1.  G.S. 136-44.2D reads as rewritten: 7 

"§ 136-44.2D.  Secondary unpaved road paving program. 8 

The Department of Transportation shall expend fifty percent (50%) of the funds allocated to 9 

the paving of unpaved secondary roads for the paving of unpaved secondary roads based on a 10 

statewide prioritization. The Department shall expend the remainder of the funds equally among 11 

the 14 Highway Divisions for the paving of unpaved secondary roads within each Highway 12 

Division based on the same statewide prioritization. The Department shall pave the eligible 13 

unpaved secondary roads that receive the highest priority ranking within this statewide 14 

prioritization. Nothing in this subsection shall be interpreted to require the Department to pave any 15 

unpaved secondary roads that do not meet secondary road system addition standards as set forth in 16 

G.S. 136-44.10 and G.S. 136-102.6. The Highway Trust Fund shall not be used to fund the paving 17 

of unpaved secondary roads." 18 

SECTION 2.  This act becomes effective July 1, 2016, and applies to funds allocated 19 

on or after that date. 20
